An early morning and peculiar firo 


was discovered. In Rolnhard's storo on 
North Pittsburg street this morning 
by William Dull, proprietor of the Ar- 
lington hotel. About 6.15 o'clock II r. 
Dull noticed smoke Issuing trom the 
rear of: the store which fronts along 
the Pennsylvania tracks and immedi- 
ately turned In an alarm. The Cen- 
tral department responded quickly and 
after breaking in the rear door' were 
able to extinguish the flames with 
chemicals. It Is thought that the flro 
was smouldering all night, but as It 
•was confined to the shop which is all- 
tight, did not gain any great headway. 


When Mr. Keinhard removed from 


Main street he packed a largo quant- 
ity of toys In a wooden box and In this 
the fire caught last night. The work 
shop is also used tor making grapho- 
phono disks and apparatus. Tho toys 
storod In tho box were valued at ?75 
•while the Injury to the records •will 
bring the total loss for tho small blaze 
up to $200. 


How tho tire started is a mystery. 


Mr. Reinhard works in the shop sev- 
eral hours each day and usoa a large 
number of matches on the work bench 
but he says that everything was in 
good shape when, he loft for his home 
last night. The paint on the Interior 
of the shop room shows evidence of 
the heat to which It had been subject- 
ed for hours, and this gives rise to 
the belief that the fire must have been 
burning for sometime.
